these good Sisters are full of zeal and 
devotedness, their work cannot be as 
perfect as it could be if we had more 
teachers. In this same school last 
year these two Sisters had over one 
hundred and twenty boys. This lack 
of teachers in all our schools is a 
great drawback to the good that we 
could do had we more missionary sub- 
jects. The Mexican population far ex- 
ceeds that of the American population 
and I may say that almost all the 
Mexicans are Catholics. 

We sincerely hope that among you 
we may find some generous souls im- 
bued with a real missionary spirit and 
not only willing to aid in this work, 
but to promote in every possible man- 
ner either by your presence here or by 
your counsels.

Dear Father: . 

If the Boy Scout’ Movement becomes under Protestant leadership 
a recruiting camp for their Sunday schools, it can just as well be a 
recruiting camp for our Sunday schools. My experience is that Scout 
officials, with few exceptions, are broad-minded men, who wil! not inter- 
fere with the Catholic scouts’ religion, but on the contrary, will co- 
operate with their Pastors in encouraging the boys to practice it. Of 
course if Catholics refuse to deal with them, if they oppose the scout 
movement, if there be no Catholic officials and no Catholic seout master 
and few Catholic boys, who seek the advantage of the scout movement, 
they may, since they are negiected by their own, follow the crowd te 
non-Catholic institutions and may ultimately be alienated from their 
religion. But all that is so easily avoided, and our Catholic bo¥s can 
have the advantages of the scout movement, not only without detriment 
to their religion, but even with the very great help towards it. 

If many priests co-operated, got representatives on the governing 
bodies, they could safe-guard the movement from any possible activity 
which might militate against Catholicity, 

We should keep in mind that the Boy Scout Movement has Govern- 
ment recognition. 

Now, to be more practical, what has been our policy in Denver? 
About three years ago | got in touch with the Scout Executive, as he 
was anxious to have the Catholic boys enjoy the advantages of Scout- 
dom. I succeeded in getting the pastors of the City together, and he 
explained the Movement to them. I called for volunteer Scout Masters 
from the pulpit. They were furnished with the Scout Manuals and 

rfected themselves for the work. We then preached on the subject. 

e boys clamored for membership. We formed the troops, assigned 
the Scout Masters, and on a certain Sunday evening over one hundred 
Catholic boys, under Catholic Scout Masters, marched up the aisle of 
our Catholic Cathedral where all the non-Catholic scouts of the city, 
under their Seout Masters, had assembled, and in the presence of the 
Scout Officials; our boys took the Scout Oath, after which a priest
